“Knowledge ‘is in every 
country the} surest basis of 
public happiness,” 
Washington told Congress. in 
1790. 

“To the security,of a free 
Constitution| it contributes in 
various ways: by convincing 
those who are entrusted with 
the public administration 
that every valuable end of 
government is best an- 
swered by the enlightened 
confidence of the people, and 
by teaching the people 
themselves to know and 
value their own rights.” 

Even before President 
Washington addressed 
himself to “teaching - the 
people,” and even before the 
Constitution was adopted in 
1789, the generation of 1776 
had committed federal 


government support, for - 


public schools. 

In the ordinance of 1785, 
the Continental Congress 
decreed that a lot» be 
reserved in every township 
“for the maintenance of 
public schools.”’ 

And in the ordinance ‘of 
1787 that established the: 
Northwest Territory — Ohio,. 
Indiana, Illinois,’ -Michigan, 
Wisconsin and eastern 
Minnesota — Congress 
reinforced that concept.

The Fourth of July may be 
a great holiday for 
Americans, but it’s a day 6f 
peril for most youngsters, 
according to Edgar T. 
Britton, executjve director of 
the Illinois Society, for the 
Prevention of Blindness.

Britton explains, ‘‘for 
youngsters: to be burned, 
maimed, blinded, or killed in 
fireworks explosions” even 
trevor fireworks have been 
outlawed jn the state since

*“Let’s face | it,” Britton 
says. ‘‘Fiteworks are 
dangerous, and they. are 
particularly dangerous to 
ost: sensitive 
organ in the |body.” Last 
year, he noted, |more than 50 
Illinois children and young 
adults suffered serious eye 
injuries because of 
fireworks.; Two of these 
victims were blinded. He 
also pointed) out that 
fireworks bootlegged into ‘the 
state, or firéworks pur- 
chased in states where their 
use is still legal, are easy to 
obtain. 

“There is no way to choke 
off the supply,” he says. 
“Kids will be kids and

‘announced today’ that three 
long-time devotees . of 
American soccer have been 
chosen for induction to: the 
USSF National Soccer Hall 
of Fame for 1981. 
Single, a former president of 
the USSF, :and George 
‘Whitey!’ Craggs, a USSF 
referee since 1962, have been 
selected| for the National 
Soccer ‘Hall of Fame honor. 
The third inductee, Harry 
Saunders, a former 
president of ‘the Southern 
New York Soccer Assn., has 
been selécted for the Hall of 
Fame Meritorious Award. 

The USSF .Hall of Fame 
Committee, cdmprised of six 

-former Federation 
presidents, |made final 
decisions from 10 new 
candidates * npminated . for 
1981 and 20 nominees from 
previous years. The three 
‘inductees wul be honored at 
the USSF’s 65th Annual 
General Meeting in Seattle, 
July 1-5,| and presented of- 
ficial certificates and life- 
time passes ‘at the Hall of 
Fame luncheon July 3. 
™ “The. three men selected 
by the Committee are cer- 
tainly worthy of the Hall of

Schuler said-he is only asking the 
aldermen to begin considering a utility 
tax. ‘It would take some time to im- 
plement, if it is implemented at all. I 
don’t want to lose Granite City Steel or 
American Steel or others because we 
impose’a big utility tax.” 

Schuler said he still has not received 
a final report from the CPA who has 
been auditing the city’s books, so there 
are no firm figures available on how 
much money is needed to pay the city’s 
overdue bills. ‘‘But, I think we should 
consider a combination of industrial 
and commercial utility tax or a com- 
bination of utility taxes on gas, electric, 
water and telephones,” he added. 

‘The mayor said he has been a strong 
supporter of new industry to the city, 
even before he was an alderman, but 
said the sudden decline in the economy, 
coupled with new assessment reduc- 
tions, has made it necessary to find a 
new source of revenue if the city is to 
continue to proyide basic services. 

He said the city has been able to hold 
the tax rate ‘‘at a pretty constant level” 
for the last eight years, despite double- 
digit inflation. ‘The state legislature 
told us we are going to have to find new. 
ways of raising revenues. Two senior 
citizen (assessment) exemptions were 
passed and 1790 (House Bill 1790, which 
gives all homeowners a decrease” in 
assessments on their homes for just 
applying) was-a disaster for.us,” the 
mayor commented. = 

He said the city has loat ap 
proximately $15 million in assessments 


through the legislation, which tran— 


slates into a loss of approximately 
$300,000 to the city’s general fund.

He noted that the city’s tax rate of 40-

Others expressing opposition to the 
utility tax during the meeting were 
Aldermen Jake Varadian, Bowler, 
Saltich and Mike Modrusic.

Illinois consumers will 
have their privacy protected 
in jrisurane transactions 
when a new law gdes into 
effect July 1, ,Philip R.

Illinois was the first state 
to enact such a law in 1980 
based on a model law 
adopted by the National 

ciation of Insurance 


compariies from disclosing 
personal information -about 
policyholders without 
written. consent, said the 
insurance director. ‘These 
exceptions incude doctors, 
hospitals, and to other in- 
surers and insurance 
company attorneys’ for 
strictly. insurance pur- 
posps.”* ‘ 

The new law gives con- 
sumers the right to see data 
insurance companies have 
collected about them. 
“Consumers will also have 
the right to know who.coi- 
tributed the information,” 
said O’Connor. An exception 
to this access to information 
is any data gathered in 
connection with a civil or 
criminal proceeding, said 
O'Connor. 

Policyholders may ask 
that any misinformation on 
file about them be corrected.

Little change in 
new park budget 


A new tentative Granite 
City Park District budget of 
$871.775, a reduction of $5, 947 
below that of last year, was 
publicly posted by the Park 
Board at a regular meeting 
last week. 

‘The new appropriation for 
the 1981-82 ‘year projects, a 
total expenditure of $518,375 
for general corporate pur; 
poses against total available 
funds of. $685,479 which in- 
-Gludes $281,753 in a balance 
at the beginning of the year 
on May 1. 

This compares with last 
year’s corporate purposes 
budget of $439,484 against 
available funds oof $664,993 
including a béginning year 
balance of -$227,319. 

The tentative budget bill 
also includes $313,393 for 


recreational purposes, 
$20,923 for municipal 
retirement, $15,934 for tort 
liability and $3,150 for 
auditing. 

The- general fund budget 
includes $95,994 for ad- 
ministration purposes, 
$192,996 for parks, $59,425 for 
concession stand operation, 
and $126,135 for operation of 
the ice rink. t

the board budgeted $75,246

1983-84 to $11.01 an hour. 

The three-year contract 
will cost BAC an additional 
$36,940, BAC Vice-President 
for Administrative Services 
James Hines told the board. 

“The college has employed 
six maintenance {staff 


members for the past five: 


years,” Hines said, “We 
added 57,000 ‘square feet«in 
Phase, Ili this year with no 
additional’ maintenance 
help.”
